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Pratt granted Temporary Absence 

Ruling allows unescorted visits but Pratt has no plans to return to Didsbury

Convicted murderer Allan 
Charles Pratt has been granted 
an unescorted temporary 
absence (UTA) permit, but has 
indicated he has no plans to 
return to Didsbury. 

Mayor Dorothy Moore attend¬ 
ed last week’s hearing to present 
the concerns of local residents. 

“It was very reassuring,” she 
said of Pratt’s expression that he 
would stay clear of Didsbury. 

The permit allows Pratt, who is 
currently serving a life sentence 
for second-degree murder, one 
unescorted absence each month 
for a period not exceeding six 
hours each. 

Two out of three parole board 


members voted in favor of 
authorizing a I’TA permit, but the 
third said he believed Pratt to 
still be a possible significant risk 
to the public. 

In his written statement, 
Wilgon O.M. Goodstriker said he 
was concerned that to this day 
Pratt doesn’t understand why he 
committed the offence and that 
during the hearing he didn’t 
express remorse or empat hy. 

Goodstriker also stated that 
Pratt has not sufficiently main¬ 
tained his medical regimen to 
treat his schizophrenia condi¬ 
tion, a condition that was first 
diagnosed in 1992. 

The decision was ultimately 
weighed in favour of temporary 
release by the two other voting 
members who said they believed

While Pratt’s case management 
team suggested a 12-hour release 
order, the board believed six 
hours would be more appropri¬ 
ate. 

Pratt will spend the time with 
his parents in an undisclosed 
location. 

The 51-year-old Pratt commit¬ 


ted the murder in April 1979 
while on an unescorted tempo¬ 
rary absence permit. 

He and an accomplice were 
conducting a residential bur- 
glury when one of the residents 
woke up and an altercation 
ensued. 

Pratt used a serrated knife to 
cut the throat of his victim, Mark 
Franjic, nearly beheading the 
man, and then set the residence 
ablaze. 

He has been considered a min¬ 
imum security inmate since 2002 
and all escorted passes have 
been completed without inci¬ 
dent. 

Local RCMP have expressed to 
the parole board in the past that 
they object to the temporary 
release of Pratt. 


In February this year, Pratt was 
issued a UTA, but it was rescind¬ 
ed when Corrections Canada 
deemed the release to be of pos¬ 
sible significant risk to the com¬ 
munity. 

Pratt’s parole officer believes 
day parole would allow him to 
better cope with the stress 
involved in reintegrating into 
society. 

Mayor Moore said she 
applauds Pratt’s respect for 
Didsbury in his decision not to 
return. 

“I would also like the citizens 
of Didsbury to know that 1 will be 
present at all hearings concern¬ 
ing Mr. Pratt and that the con¬ 
cerns of Didsbury will be known 
to the members of the board sit¬ 
ting on these hearings." 
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Missing girl found safe and sound 

Police say foul play not suspected

After a three-week search, a 16-year-old 
Lethbridge girl who was seen in the 
Cremona/Watervalley area, has been found. 

Didsbury police were 
on the lookout for Julie 
Lamouche after several 
tips came in from local 
residents that she was in 
the Mountain View 
County area. 

Family friends of the 
Lamouches circulated 
posters containing 
Julie’s picture around 
Cremona and Water 
Valley, hoping someone 
might spot her. 

But it was Edmonton 
police who located the 
Grade 10 student safe 
and sound last week 
near the capitol. 

“We had four files of tips from people who had 
seen her and tips were still coming in as of this 
morning,” RCMP Sgt. Kevin O’Dwyer said Friday. 



Friends believed the teen was travelling with a 25- 
year-old male and said her parents had reason to 
believe she was being held against her will. 

Like many teens, Lamouche is a member of 
Nexopia, a public, online forum for posting person¬ 
al information and meeting other members. 

Some concerned friends believed she may have 
been lured by an online predator, but police said she 
was alone when they found her. 

“There was no foul play,” said O’Dwyer. “She 
knew people were looking for, but didn’t seem both¬ 
ered by it.” 

Police gave no indication for why Lamouche might 
have been in the Cremona area, but she may have 
been heading to Slave Lake when she was found. 

Lamouche moved to Lethbridge from Slave Lake 
with her family seven years ago. 

According to her Nexopia page, Lamouche loves 
her big family, including four sisters and three 
brothers, but she deeply misses her old life in Slave 
Lake, which she calls “mi favorite place in the 
world”. 

O’Dwyer said all missing persons cases, but par¬ 
ticularly those involving children and teens, are 
treated as high priority. 

“We want to ensure everyone is safe,” he said, 
adding that public response is important and was 
the key in helping police locate Lamouche.

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Kids get superpowers 

Heroism is right there, inside the can

They may not be flying around rescuing 
people in distress, but a group of Westglen 
kids can confidently call themselves heroes 
thanks to two caring teachers. 

When Kim Kerr imd Alison Lefebvre first 
found out about HEROES, a program they 
describe as character education, they loved 
the concept so much that they started 
jumping through whatever hoops were 
necessary to get it for their students. 

But while they expected the program to 
lie beneficial, they never could have imag¬ 
ined the huge success it would have. 

Now that the 12-week program is com¬ 
pleted, they say the 86 participants, all 
Grade 7 students, have been forever 
changed. 

“We were just blown away,” said 
Lefebvre. “You can actually see specific 
changes in the kids and we learned so 
much about who they are and what they 
want in life.” 

The goal of the program is not just to tell 
kids they’re great, but to teach them to rec¬ 
ognize greatness in themselves and take a 
look at what they have to offer the world. 

“It challenges them to be introspective, to 
think and grapple with stuff,” said Kerr. “It 
teaches them that what one person has to 
offer might be different than what another 


person has to offer, but we’re all special 
mid we all have value." 

The key to the program is giving kids a 
safe environment where they’re comfort¬ 
able communicating their feelings and 
experiences with one another. 

“They never abused that safe 1 place,” said 
Kerr “They were so respectful, to the point 
that when a student from another group 
joined their class, to make up for a missed 
one, the whole dynamic changed." 

HEROES is similar to “Challenge Day” 
prognuns that many area schools now 
offer, but because it’s carried over a full 
school term, the material can sink in deep¬ 
er. 

“It’s absolutely fascinating to watch the 
kids,” said Kerr. “They’re so receptive.” 

To help them relate to the material, a 
Coke can was list'd as an analogy. 

The can itself represents walls put up 
around the good stuff inside, and the liquid 
represents gifts, abilities and desires, a 
message Kerr said the kids caught on to 
right away. 

When students made an effort to share 
something with the group, they were 
awarded with a Coke for taking down the 
walls that prevent important communica¬ 
tion. 

“You see kids who don’t often participate, 
getting really involved,” said Lefebvre, 
adding that although it started out as a gim¬

She said the Coke can quickly became a 
psychological cue to take the walls down, 
and because it is one of the most recogniz¬ 
able symbols in the world, every time they 
see a Coke or a commercial for Coke, it 
reminds them to think about the good stuff 
inside themselves. 

Kerr said the intense dialogue about val¬ 
ues and self-worth Ls critical, but rare. 

“Some of them get some of that at home, 
but most probably don’t at all,” she said. 

Lefebvre said the depth of thought she 
saw in the kids was amazing. 


“It wasn’t all puffy and out there, like ‘I 
want to be a superstar’," she said. “ It was 
practical ‘what can I do today in my world’ 
stuff that can make a real difference.” 

The kids were recently given a chance to 
offer feedback about the program and 
Lefebvre and Kerr said they were* incredi¬ 
bly touched by the responses they got. 

One anonymous note described the 
course as “like reading a big, thick book 
written just for you with nothing but confi¬ 
dence.” 

Luckily, for these students their teachers 
were willing to go the extra mile to make 
the program happen. 

“Schools don’t have enough money as it 
is and it’s a real barrier,” said Lefebvre. 

But they pounded the pavement and 
found a willing sponsor in Shell Canada. 

“The funding we received was “make or 
break” in terms of this program getting off 
the ground,” said Kerr, adding that she 
hopes to continue the program next year if 
funding can be obtained again. 

She and Lefebvre would also like to fol¬ 
low up with this year’s participants when 
they move on to Grade 8.

zHy Case in point is Michigan 
teen Katherine Lester, a 16- 
year-old straight-A student 
who actually boarded a 
plane for the Mideast earlier 
this month to meet with a 25-year-old man 
she met on the popular MySpace site. 

Police stopped Katherine in Jordan, on a 
stop-over to her West Bank destination, and 
got her home safe and sound, but her par¬ 
ents were baffled that she even made it that 
far. Her mom said she hadn’t even dated 
boys before and had never given her reason 
to worry this would ever happen. 

While the man Katherine was correspon¬ 
ding with may not be a serial predator, it’s a 
good example of how easily a teenager can 
be charmed by a complete stranger. 

My stepdad has three teenagers and says it 
comes down to how much you trust your 
kids, but the real-life examples of kids who 
have been lured into face-to-face meetings 
make it pretty clear that it doesn’t matter 
how trustworthy or smart your kid is. 

The fact is, teenagers are naive and vul¬ 
nerable. 

They’re at an age of sexual curiosity and 
heightened self-awareness, and are starved 
for compliments that make them feel like 
they measure up to the crowd. 

They all have self-confidence issues; 
they’re too short, too tall, too fat, too plain, 
so when someone takes notice of them, 
showering them with compliments, they 
feel desirable and less like an awkward 
freak. 

It’s important to realize that no matter 
how smart your teenager is, online preda¬ 
tors are slick and often extremely patient. 

They can be very subtle, slowly “groom¬ 
ing” a number of victims at once to increase 
their chances of luring just one. 

Luckily there are Web sites and school 
programs dedicated to exposing these per¬ 
verts’ techniques, so parents and kids can 
learn to recognize the signs before it’s too 
late. 

It can be tough to monitor your teen’s pri¬ 
mary mode of communication and most of 
your efforts will likely be seen as overbear¬ 
ing. 

They want you to respect their independ¬ 
ence and trust their judgment, but they also 
need to know you care about them and want 
them to be safe. 

So, if they won’t listen to your warnings, at 
least have them check out the new web 
sites geared specifically to them, written in 
their language. The newest one is 
www.wereon2u.com. 

And I promise, one day they’ll forgive you 
for caring too much.

to be released will also be reduced, 
ensuring his re-introduction to 
society is further structured and 
controlled. 

I would like to applaud Mr. Pratt 
for his understanding and respect 
for the community of Didsbury. I 
would also like the citizens of 
Didsbury to know that I will be 
present at all hearings concerning 
Mr. Pratt and that the concerns of 
Didsbury will be known to the 
members of the board sitting on 
these hearings.

Ten-year-old Innisfail cowgirl Sydney 
Daines, stole the hearts of hundreds of 
rodeo fans at the Daines Ranch Rodeo this 
past weekend. 

Riding her trusty side-kick, Old Reba, 
Daines surprised everyone by capturing 
the average in the ladies' open barrel rac¬ 
ing. 

For her efforts, she pocketed $6,000 and 
was presented with a gold buckle. 

And she will probably be listed in the 
Canadian Professional Rodeo Association 
record book as being one of the youngest 
competitors to win an event at a nuyor 
rodeo. 

“It was an amazing run,” said her proud 
grandfather, Jack Daines, who wasn’t sur¬ 
prised by her win because she’s a natural 
rider and loves horses.“I think she sur¬ 
prised everyone at the rodeo, including the 
other barrel racers.” 

This was Sydney’s best CPRA result in a 
major event. 

Being bom into a prominent rodeo fami¬ 
ly, Sydney has been around the sport all 
her life and it was only a matter of time 
before she would make a name for herself. 

Although there were many highlights at 
this year’s edition of the Daines Ranch 
Rodeo, Sydney's victory will remain very 
special to the Daines family. 

With over $250,000 in prize money, the 
Daines Ranch Pro Rodeo is one of the top 
five rodeos on the CPRA circuit and money 
won at the rodeo counts towards both the 
Canadian and World standings. 

For years, the rodeo has attracted the 
best cowboys and cowgirls from Canada, 
the United States, Australia and New 
Zealand. 

“I can’t say for sure if this was the best 
rodeo we’ve had but it was certainly high 
on the list,” said Daines. 

At this year’s event, the number of com¬ 
petitors surpassed 300 and many of the 


rodeo hands trying to test their luck 
against the best stock in North America 
were former or current World and 
(’anadian champions. 

But the list of entries also included rela¬ 
tively new and upcoming competitors 
making a name for themselves on the Jack 
Daniels World Professional Rodeo 
Cowboys’ Association standings. 

In the bareback competition, Chris 
Harris, of Itasca, Tex., outlasted the com¬ 
petition in Innisfail and added to his 
$53,592 earnings he has won on the WPCA 
circuit. Harris is currently leading the 
WPCA standings. 

Meanwhile the current saddle bronc 
leader on the tour, Cody Demoss, also of 
Itasca, Tex., added to his current earnings 
of $81,146 by being the best saddle bronc 
rider at Innisfail. 

At the Brooks Kinsmen I*ro Rodeo held 
last weekend, Luke Butterfield of Ponoka 
marked a 77 aboard Big Stone’s Rodeo’s 
Muskrat to capture the saddle bronc com¬ 
petition. For his efforts he won $1,072. 

There was a second to fifth split amongst 
Alan Bandy, Rod Warren, Dustin Flundra 
and Rod Hay. All four cowboys marked 75 
points on their mounts and won $584. 

In bareback, three riders, Clayto 
Bunney, Cimaron Gerke and Don McLeo 
split the top rung with rides of 80 point 
apiece and $858 in earnings. 

Jason Finkbeiner was the top bull ride 
marking an 83 aboard Big Stone’s Rodeo 
Hiawatha. 

With marked rides of 82.5, Wad 
Marchand and Luke Ellingson split the see 
ond and third rung worth $909 apiece. 

Two cowboys, Clark Houghson an 
Chad Johnson flanked their calves in 8. 
seconds to win the tie-down roping even 1 
a win worth $1,449 apiece. 

With a time of 3.8 seconds, Ryan Gues 
was the top bulldogger winning $1,781 
Todd Maughan claimed second place wit 
a time of 4.2 seconds, worth $1,785. 

Around the barrels, Joleen Seitz was th 


quickest cowgirl circling the figure-eight 
course in 17.64 seconds, worth $1,452. 

Placing second amongst the barrel rac¬ 
ers was Gayle Howes with a time of 17.68 
seconds, worth $1,245. 

Camrose ropers, Justin and Brett 
McCarroll, won the team roping competi- 
tion with a time of 6.3 seconds, worth 
$2,332. With a time of 6.9 seconds, the pair 
of ('lint Olson and Blair Stroh took second. 

At the Lea Park Rodeo held in 
Marwayne, Alta., Wyoming saddle bronc 
rider Ryan Mapston wasn’t feeling down 
about his ride as he marked an 85 on

Todd Herzog placed second marking an 
82, worth $1,171. 

In the bareback competition, Alan Dacyk 
wasn’t dancing in the rodeo infield as he 
marked an 82 aboard Calgary Stampede’s 
Fancy Dancer to claim a share of first 
place with Larry Sandvick, who rode 
Franklin Rodeo’s Power Play. Both cow¬ 
boys won $1,882 apiece. 

Chad Besplug couldn’t hide his emotions 
as he marked an 87 aboard Franklin 
Rodeo’s Cryin' Out Loud to claim the bull 


riding event, a win worth $2,250. With a 
marked ride worth 83.5 points, Justin 
I^aVenture claimed the second rung worth 
$1,975. 

By flanking his calf in 7.9 seconds Bruce 
H Robinson won the tie-down roping, 
worth $2,227. 

Taking second place with a time of 8.1 
seconds was Dale Skocdopole. His time 
was worth $1,646. 

Top bull dogger was Maple Creek, 
Sask.’s, William Beierbach who pinned his 
steer in 7.9 seconds earning $2,227. Taking 
second place in the steer wrestling with a

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Local pilots give kids wings 

For at least one day it's ok for students to have their heads in the clouds

When Steven Block stepped 
aboard a four-seater Cessna air¬ 
plane four years ago he was 
hooked, and he hasn’t come down 
from the clouds since. 

Block was one of the first kids 
to take part in the Grade 6 flight 
program, offered only to Westglen 
students by local pilots at the 
Mountainview airport. 

The experience quickly turned 
into opportunity. 

Two years later he was taking 
flying lessons through the Young 
Eagles program, recording far 
more than the mininum hours 
required to apply for a license. 

And now today, at 16, Block has 
earned his recreational pilot’s 
license and has flown all across 
the province. 

“Just getting up there and get¬ 
ting to meet a pilot was cool,” 
Block said of his initiation to fly¬ 
ing four years ago. 

“I like to be above everything 
and see things from the sky.” 

Fellow Young Eagles member 
Evan Pettis, 17, participated in the 
very first Grade 6 flight program 
five years ago, and said it made a 
big impression. 

“It sun* sparked an interest," he 
said.

Les Block knows the value of 
the program, so when the two 
pilots who had run it for five years 
announced this would be the last 
year, Block and fellow pilot Daryl 
Medd stepped up to the plate. 

“It was done and we just wanted 
to revive it to keep it going," said 
Medd. “We jumped in with both 
feet.” 

Thanks to their efforts, and with 
the help of 10 pilots and ground 
crew, about 70 Westglen students 
took part in the sixth annual 


Grade 6 flight program. 

“Some of them had never been 
in a plane before, and most had 
never been in a small aircraft," 
said Medd. “They were surprised 
at how close they were to the 
clouds." 

The kids got a new perspective 
of both Didsbury and Olds, seeing 
the layout and planning involved, 
but the real highlight was getting 
to see their school from the sky. 

“It was so much fun,” said 12- 
year-old Darci Niemeyer after 
touching down on the runway. “I 
loved that.” 

The program offers a combina¬ 
tion of fun and education. 

As a part of their science cur¬ 
riculum, the kids learned the parts 
of an airplane and what makes it 
fly, but teacher Brian McCarter 
said nothing beats the real thing. 

“This gives them first-hand 
knowledge of flying,” he said of 
the program. “They definitely 
learn more doing it than le;iming 
about it in a classroom because 
theory is one thing, but practicali¬ 
ty Ls another.” 

Outside the classroom, Medd 
and Block hope the program 
might continue to spark future 
aviation interest as it has in the 
past. 

“There’s a lot of aviation that 
goes on in the area and it’s not 
high profile,” said Medd. 


“We want to expose them to avi- I 
ation career opportunities.” 

Medd said not a lot of people are 
aware of Young Eagles or air 
cadets, which thanks to heavy 
sponsorship, is an inexpensive 
way to get involved in aviation. 

As for this program’s future, 
Block said they’ll go year by year, 
but the success this time around is 
a good indication it will continue.
